WHEREAS, Palm Beach County adopted the 1989 Comprehensive Plan 
on August 31, 1989 in Ordinance No. 89-17; and 
WHEREAS, Palm Beach County has amended the 1989 Comprehensive 
Plan in Ordinance Nos. 90-32, 90-54, 91-30, 91-31, 91-33, 91-48 AND 
91-49; and 
WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County staff has initiated amendments 
to several elements of the Comprehensive Plan, amendments to the 
Thoroughfare Right-of-Way Protection Map of the Comprehensive Plan, 
and amendments to the 2010 Interim Transportation Map, in order to 
promote the health, safety and welfare of the public of Palm Beach 
County; and 
WHEREAS, the Land Use Advisory Board has held public meetings 
on the proposed amendments and made recommendations to the Local 
Planning Agency and the Board of County Commissioners regarding the 
proposed amendments; and 
WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted 
a public hearing on the proposed amendments on November 6, 1991 to 
review the proposed amendments to the Palm Beach County 
Comprehensive Plan and made recommendations regarding the proposed 
amendments to the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
pursuant to Chapter 163, Florida Statutes; and 
WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, 


as the governing body of Palm Beach County, conducted a public 


hearing pursuant to Chapter 163, Florida Statutes, on November 6, 
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1991 to review the recommendations of the Local Planning Agency, 


whereupon 


the Board of County Commissioners authorized transmittal 


of proposed amendments to the Department of Community Affairs for 


review and comment pursuant to Chapter 163, Florida Statutes; and 


WHEREAS, Palm Beach County received Department of Community 


Affairs "Objections, Recommendations, and Comments Report" dated 


February 28, 1992, which was the Department's written review of the 


proposed Comprehensive Plan amendments; and 


WHEREAS, on April 20, 1992, the Palm Beach County Board of 


County Commissioners held a public hearing to review the written 


comments submitted by the Department of Community Affairs and to 


consider adoption of the amendments; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach
